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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, "a second connector 
housing provided with a projection, in claim 1" must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures.

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 , what's relationship between "a first position and a second position" on 
line 4, and " a first and second positions of the lock arm" on lines 7-8, are there the 
same positions . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's prior art (figures 4 and 5). 

Applicant's prior art, figures 4 and 5, discloses a connector comprising: 

• a first connector housing (60) provided with a flexible lock arm (64); 

• a tubular fitting detector (70) fitted to an outer periphery of the first connector 
housing while being slidable thereon between a first position and a second 
position; 

• a retainer (71 ) provided on the fitting detector, and adapted to be engaged 
with a first position of the lock arm in a case where the fitting detector is 
placed at the first position, and engaged with a second position of the lock 
arm in a case where the fitting detector is placed at the second position; 

• a second connector housing provided with a projection adapted to release the 
engagement between the retainer and the first position of the lock arm in a 
case where the second connector housing is completely fitted with the first 
connector housing, so that the fitting detector is allowed to slide from the first 
position to the second position; and 

• a finger pad (A, see a figure below) provided on the fitting detector, and 
arranged such that an operator's finger is placeable thereon while being 
separated from at least the lock arm, during a fitting operation between the 
first connector housing and the second connector housing. 

Regarding claim 2, an upper face of the finger pad on which the operator's finger 
is placed is situated upper than an upper face of the lock arm. 
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Regarding claim 3, the finger detector comprising a pair of side walls and a 
bridge member (B, see the figure below) connecting the side walls while preventing the 
operator's finger from being brought into contact with the first connector housing. 

Regarding claim 4, the bridge member comprising a guide projection (C, see the 
figure below) which is usually brought into contact with the first connector housing. 

Regarding claim 5, the guide projection is extended from the bridge member in a 
sliding direction of the fitting detector.
